' "SupplementliiK my tflcgram of 
Marsh 6, I mu8t humbly report that 
at 1:25 p. m. five out of sev^ of the 
jMMiy'a eUipB opened fire on Fort* 
jAmroff and Unevltch, on tbe to^n, 
OB tni Ksadstead au^ tUo^g the valley 
of the River ObyisSnetol^'*. 
I "The firing lasted until 2:15 p. m., 
at which hour the Japanese squadron 
^Klfu to ateam to tbe southward, dls- 
iMpearlBf out of sifbt at 6:80 p. m. 
lyiere were no losses on the battorlca 
or the fortifications. In tbe town ono 
seaman was wounded and ono woman 
was killed. 

! "According to Information just re* 
celved the enemy's squadron again ap- 
pSared In sight of the fortress at 8 

o'clock this morning." 

A later message from tho viceroy 
says: "The commandant at Vladivo- 
stok repprts that yesterday's bombard- 
ment resulted in no serious damage to 
the port The fortress did not return 
the enemy's flro. 

"To-day at midday thf^ cnomy again 
entered Ussurl bay and approached 
the point from which they, bombarded 
the harbor on March 6. *They left 
again, making' for the open sea." 

Ixindon, March 8.— Up to a late hour 
Monday evening th© Japanese legation 
Lore hiul received no official informa- 
tion regarding the bombardment of 
Vladivostok. It Is believed at the 
legation, however, ttiat the Japanese 
are now between the RosstiA cruiser 
8(iuadrf)n and Vladivostok, and there 
Is reason to believe that tbe Russian 
squadron is in tlM vlelnity of Poeslet 
bay. 

Russian ofllcial dispatctaee ~do not 

mention this squadron, and this fact 
lends color to the belief that the Jap- 
anese warships have shut it out of 
Vladivostok. It is pointed out at the 
legation that if this is true the Rus- 
sian vessels are in a critical position 
since they must run the gauntlet of 
fho Japanese squadron off Vladivo- 
stok or the Japaiu'sp squadron off Port 
Arthur bifor* reaching a Russian port. 

PRINCC LOUIS PONAPARTI.

New York, Maroh 8.— All ttneumonia 
and general death records for a decade 
are shown to be broken by th© health 
d«partment report for the past week, 
wl^ph recorded 1.800 deaths, MO of 
w^oh trero attributed io jMjnmoiiJs 
For tho corresponding w«ak of last 
ytar there were 1.470 deatha, 808 due 
tCl pneumonia. The total number of 
dfaths from pneumonia in the state 
during January is given at 1,510.

The Senate Passed the Naval Appro* 

priation Bill. 

Washington, March 8.— Senate — The 
senate Monday pa«sed the naval ap- 
propriation bill which has been before 
It for tlH psiat ^our or flvo days and 
then took Vfi thf Sfsay hill. The prin- 
cipal question debated in connection 
with the naval bill related to the price 
and method of supplying armor plate 
for battleships and it grew out of an 
amendnhent suggeated by Mr. Patter- 
son providing for a govanmaBt armor 
plant Ha ultimately withdrew the 
amendment but offered several others 
all of which were laid on the table 
The reading of the army appropriation 
bin had not been concluded Whan the 
senate adjourned. 

House— Postal affairs engrossed the 
attention of the house Monday, practi- 
cally to the exclusion of all else. Tha 
subject was introduced by Mr. Over- 
street, chairman of the committee on 
post oiBces and poet roads, whb sub- 
mitted tbe repcHTt of that committee on 
the Hay resolution calling for certain 
Information regarding the use of "in- 
fluence by members of the house to 
secure increase In salary for postmas- 
ters." The matter was postponed un- 
yi WfdDesday. Tbe post office appro* 
prlatI6n bill was then taken up and 
Mr. Moon (dem., Tenn.), the ranking 
minority member of the post offlcQ 
committee, arraigned the present sys- 
tem empkiyad in the post office depart- 
ment and made an appeal for a general 
investigation of the affairs of the de- 
partment. Without debate the house 
unanimously adopted the resolution, 
Mr. Martin (rep.. IB. D.) directing the 
secretary of commerce and labor to 
Investigate the causes for the dlKer- 
onres which exist between livo cattlo 
and dressed beef. 



NO MINERS' STRIKE. 



Action of the Conference Places the 
Chance Beyond Posribllity. 



Indianapolis. Ind., Mareli 8. — Presi- 
dent John Mitchell, of the miners, said 
Mpnday afternoon, specUtlng of the 
referendum vote on the operators' 
proposition : 

"I can not predict what the outcome 
of the vote will be. I do not wish to 
Influence the membership now. All I 
wish to say is that the membership of 
the organization in the states whose 
contracte expire April 1, will be freo 
to vote their sentiments and those 
sentiments will be cartfully canvassed 
and the majority shall rule." 

Vice President T. L. Lewis, Secre- 
tary-Treasurer W. B. Wilson and other 
leaders adopted the same conservative 
policy, saying that they did not want 
to talk at this time. 

The vote of the locals will be re- 
ported on totals of individual ballot*, 
which means that the total vpte will 
govern, and a majority vote in a single 
local will not commit that local to a 
unit vote. 

Patrick Dolan, of th(> Pittsburg min 
ers, said Monday afternoon: 

"The action of the conference places 
the chance of a strike beyond a possl 
bility. There will be no strike of the 
bituminous miners." 



PROMPT LEGAL ACTION. 



It Saved Paul Hananel From Lynehino 
By a Mob. 

Carllnville, 111., March 8.— Prompt 
legal action Monday night saved Paul 
Hananel, of Mount Olive, from lynch- 
ing at the bands of a mob for proba- 
bly fatally wounding his wife. Hana- 
nel shot at hip wife three times, one 
bullet entering ^he head. Neighbors 
became angry on learning of the at- 
tempted uxorcide and planned to lynch 
Hananel. 

Tbe police at once procured a pre- 
liminary hearing tor Hananel before 
a Justice of the peace, who held the 
prisoner to a grand Jury without bail. 

The prisoner was at once taken to 
Litchfield Jail and the angry crowd, 
learning that quick legal action was 
taking, dispersed.

T«)re Companies of Militia Were Or^ 
dered Out to Disperse the Mob, 
But Arrived on the Scene 
To* Uta^ 

Springfield. O., March 8.— Richard 

Dixon, a desperate Negro, was taken 
from the county Jail Monday night by 
an Infuriated mob and shot to death 
in the Jail yard, and a few moments 
later the body waa taken to tha cor- 
ner of Main straet and fountain ave- 
nue, whero the mob spent a half hour 
riddlins; tbe body with bullatf from 
seVeral hundred revolrers. 

Dixon shot Foliceman Collls Sunday 
morning in the former's room in the 
Jones hotel, and Coflia died at noon 
Monday. Collls had served for 12 
years on the force and was regarded 
as one of the most reliable and effi- 
cient men In the police department. 
He bad gone to Dixon's room on the 
Negro's request Dixon said bis mis- 
tress bad hfs clothes in her posses- 
sion. Collls accompanied Dixon to the 
room and in a short time the men and 
woman engaged in a quarrel which re- 
sulted in Dixon shooting the woman, 
who Is variously known as Anna or 
Mamie Corbin, In the left breast Just 
over the heart. Slie fell unconscious 
at tho flr.«f shot and Collis jumtied to- 
ward the Negro to prevent his escape 
from the room. Dixon then fired four 
balls into Collls. tbe last of which pen- 
etrated his abdomen. Dixon then fled 
from thr' room. 

Dlxou immediately went to police 
headquarters and gave himself up. Ho 
was taken to Jail and Collis and tbe 
wounded Negress were taken to the 
hospital. All afternoon the killing of 
Collis was tho sole topic of conversa- 
tion and both Police JudRc Miller and 
Common Pleas JudK(* Mower are free- 
ly censured. They both sentenced 
him at various times to tbe Jail and 
the workhouse for from two to six 
months, but he was always- released 
before the expiration of his sentence. 
It was the general feeiinj? that a trial 
would only result in an Insufficiont 
sentence and talk of f mob was fre- 
quently heard before supper. 

At 7:30 o'clock Monday evening a 
mol) of boys gathered In front of the 
jail. This group was augmented by 
a few men and by 8 o'clock 300 men 
bad congregated about the Jail yard 
and steps. At one time the iron bar 
at the east entrance was removed and 
the door partly opened. The police- 
men on the inside promptly oi^ nc d 
the door and pulled the two nearest 
men inside. This ended all active 
moves to break tbe door until nearly 
11 o'clock. 

All .the windows in the Jail and a 
few In the courthouse are broken. 
Tlil.s \v;is done 111 the earli<'r part of 
tile evening, chiefly with brickbats and 
stones. At 9 o'clock Sheriff Routza- 
han addressed the mob from the Jail- 
steps. He toid the men that there 
would be a special session of tho prand 
Jury called at once and tlie law would 
surely give the Negro the limit for ills 
crime. He said further that any at- 
tempts at force would be met with 
force, and much as he deplored the 
crime, he would be compelled to Are If 
tho mol) stormed tho jail. He said 
the building was practically impregna- 
ble and said that he had a force of 
deputies and police inside sufficient to 
defend the place for an indefinite time. 
Only a small portion of the mob heard 
his voice, sa hundreds of men in the 
street bek>w wera calling out ft>r Dix- 
on's life. 

Upon the request of Mayor Bowhis. 
MaJ. T. J. Kirkpatrick. of the Third O. 
V. I., had Companies B and B in readi- 
ness to aid In d.efendlng tbe Jail. Be- 
fore either company was ready, how- 
ever, an entrance into tha Jajl had 
been forced. 

When Dixon had been secured It re- 
quired only a few minutes to puah 
back the sman cordon of policemen, 
who made their last stand at the east 
entrance in an ineffe<.tual attempt to 
keep Dixon inblde. The Negro's face 
was livid and wb^n he appeared at the 
top of the main steps he would have 
fallen from sheer terror had he not 
been suspended in tie grasp of a doz- 
en men. Tho police again rallied to 
his aid and when the mob saw this the 
leaders hurriedly decided to kill ttielr 
victim before tbe arrival of the militlft. 
Dixon xame here from Oynthiaoa, Ky. 

There have been 11 murders in 
Clark county In the last two years ana 
In no instance lia.s there been a con- 
viction for first degree murder. 9s\-

THE KENTUCKY LEGISLATURE. 



Ths Senat* Will Not Act Upon Houae 
Bills Far a Tims. 



Frankfort, March 8. — Senate— Sena- 
tor Carroll offered a resolution pro- 
viding that no further bouse bills be 
considered by the senate until such 
time as the house will take up senate 
bills. It was In retaliation for tho 
resolution of the house, adopted Satur- 
day, to consider no more senate bills 
till the last four days ot the session. 
The resolution stated that the senate 
has passed on 41 of Uia 67 house bills 
that have come to the senate, while 
the house has acted on only eight out 
of 80 senate bills that were sent to 
the house. The bouse resolutions on 
the death of Representative Harry Mc- 
Donald, of Louisville, ware adopted 
by a rising vote. The senate bill to 
amend Section 4225, Kentucky stat- 
utes, so that it shall apply to foreign 
corporations the same as Kentucky 
corporations as to paying one-tenth ot 
ona par cant of Itt ospltal itook at wn 
organization tax, wss raoonptttad 
after discussion. 

House — Speaker Prown being 111, 
Mr. Lawrence was in the chair Mon- 
day. He announced that the commit- 
tee on rules had agreed to act until 
Tuesday night under the resolutions 
providing that only house bills shall 
be considered until alter Thursday. 
Mr. H<>biin offered a resolution provid- 
ing for three sessions daily during 
the rest of the legislative session. It 
was adoptet}. Mr. Crowe moved that 
tbe vote by which senate bill No. 69 
was defeated last Friilay be reconsid- 
ered, and Mr. Klair moved to lay it on 
tbe table. That motion was lost. The 
bill prohibits the aala Of liauor at 
wholesale in loeal ^^ttoB dntrleta. 
The motion to reconsider was carried 
and the bill fell into the order ot tha 
day. as no senate bill COUld be con- 
sidered .Monday. 



THE PUBLIC PRINTING. 



Gov. Beckham Appeared Before ths 
Investigating Committee. 



Frankfort, Ky., .March 8.— Gov. Beck- 
hatn created a small si /ted sensation 
Monday afternoon when he appeared 
before the senate committee Investi- 
gating the public printing. The com- 
rdttee has been holding secret ses- 
sions and the noveiiior said t'.iat on 
t>ehaU° of himself. Auditor Hager and 
Secretary of State McCbesney, he pro- 
tested against being required to testify 
In star chamber session, but would be 
glad to appear as a witness and testify 
at a meetinK in public. He also said 
that he ilesire<l to give the connniUee 
the benefit of some things in connec- 
tion with ttia tnvestlgatlon whkfh had 
come to bis ears. The committee 
voted to hold an open session at 4 
o'elook Tin sday for the i)uri>ose of 
hearing tile governor and the other 
two witnesses. Tlu-ir testimony prom- 
ises to be sentfational. 

Failed of Passage.

It provides that a person eon- 
victed of murder can not be paroled 
tor ten years; that a person convicted 
of rape can not be paroled at all, and 
that a person eotivicted for only a 
two-year term can not l>e paroled.

The Witness Asserted on the Stand 
That He is the Father of 
42 Children. 



Mrs. Kennedy's Testimony Showed 
That Mormon Offiolais Praetioed 
Polygamy In Violation of tha 
Law Por Years. 

Washlngt<m, March 8.— After having 
Joseph F. Smith, president, the Mor- 
mon church, on the stand for nearly 

five hours Monday before the senate 
committee on privileges and elections 
which is investigating the right of 
Reed &(moot to sit aa a senator, both 
the pr oaaa ntl oa and the Salinaa an- 
nounced that they were through with 
him and another witness was called. 
This was Mrs. Clara Mabel Kennedy, 
who told some secrets of the Mormon 
church which. If not broken down, It 
win prove as important aa the state- 
ments of President Smith that ha and 
other officials have been persistently 
cohabiting with plural wives in viola- 
tion of the law. Mrs. Ke.nnedy said 
she was married by Brigham Young, 
an apostle of the church, to James 
Francis Johnson, a polygamist, since 
the manifesto of 1890, and that she 
has had two cliildren by that hus- 
band. The marriage was performed 
In .Mexieo, according to the wilne^^s, 
at the home ot a high ofllcial of tbe 
church. 

Before Preeldent Smith left the 
stand Mr. Tayler questioned him In 
regard to the ages of several of the 
children and Mr. Smith answered: "I 
am not in tho habit of carrying birth 
records about with me." 

ftoth the prosecution and the de- 
fense announced that they were 
through with Mr. Smith for the pres- 
ent, but before he wiis allowed to 
leave the stand Chairman Burrows in- 
quired: "How many children have 
you now. Mr. SmIthT"

Mrs. Clara M. Kennedy testified to 
havlni; been married Into a plural 
marriase since the manife-to of 1S90. 
She .«ald the cerei-iony had been per- 
form" d by an ajjostle of the Mormon 
church. Mrs. Kennedy said she was 
bom In Albaay. N. T.. Vf years sao 
and went with her parents to Utah 
when she was two years old. Her 
parents were Mornuins and she was 
brouuhl un in that faith and had lieen 
taught the propriety of plural mar- 
riage, and in fact, never had known 
any different life until after her mar- 
riage. The family moved to Diaz, 
Mex., when she was about four years 
old, where she lived until sh \'.v< 17 
years old, waen she was married to 
James Francis Johnson, who already 
had one wife. Mrs. Kennedy said she 
met tho first wife and they had "a 
sllglit interview" about KoiiiK Into th" 
family as a second wife. The first 
wife gave her consent to the arrange- 
ment. 

According to arrangements Mr. and 
Mrs. Johnson and baby and tbe wit- 
ness drove from EMaz to Jaurez. Mex.. 

to be married. They r>'inaine(l there 
two weeks bef< re the ceremony was 
performed by AiK>stle Qrlgbam Young. 
Mrs. Kennedy bad two children by 
Mr. Johnson and five years later thajr 
separated. 

Senator Hoar asked the witness If 
she had reielved any form of mar- 
riage certificate from Apostle Young 
and ahe replied that she had not.

Particnlarx of the Ai-cidpntal Death of a 
Uw Man Who Ha4 Muy Kela- 
tives in Ibis Qitf u4

IBloomiDgton, III.. BnlIeUn.1 
Linden Dorsey Kirk, eldest aon of Mr. 
and M n. Georyce Kirk, wm boro in Lin- 
dan, J«fR»noii Goonty, Kj., V6fwabm 7, 
1873, and departed this life February 20, 
1904, in Chicago, where he met with an 
•erident that caaM»d daatb. Ha waa one 
of Belle flower's energetic and enterprie- 
ing yonng farmers and had gone into the 
city with a ear of tat cattle. The only 
way his people can account for bis un- 
timely death waa on account of losing 
•latp by being np almoat three conseca- 
tive nif^bte, he was worn ont. When he 
aliRbted from the car on the elevated 
road at the Twelfth street station in- 
stead of going ont through the gateway 
and down the steps to the street, the 
Eupposition is that he went down the 
walk inside aboat 300 feet tintil he came 
to the end of the walk, then took to the 
elevated track. He had not gone very 
far when it is supposed he saw a train 
approaching and to SfOld being ttrock 
atapped across the trolley wire to the 
roof of a flat about eighteen by twenty- 
fonr feet, and abont thirty feet high. He 
landed all right aa his tracks in the snow 
•bowed that he had walked all around 
the roof, looking for a place to get down. 
At the corner there was a narrow ledge 
or projection. He stepped down to that 
and the next step he went to the ground. 

In falling he came in contact with two 
heavy clothes line wires, breaking them 
in two when he struck them. He must 
have ftruok with hia face on the wires, 
aafaiafacAwaiotttbtdly. Tbisocenrred 
some time after 3 o'clock and h'e lay 
where he fell until 7:30 in the morning, 
whan tha polioa foond him dead. He 
was brought home on the 9 o'clock train 
and takaa to lua father's house, three 
mlWl ■e8t& of %wn, where the f nnerai 
was held. neceflBe<l leaves to mourn bis 
loss, besides hie father and step-mother, 
six brothers and two sisters, as follows : 
Theodore U., who resides in Kentucky ; 
Mm. Mae Kirk Heller, of Blue Ridge, 
Piatt County ; Cary S., of Bine Ridge 
Station ; Arthor 9., oaar Komler.
